Outgrowth of Conference. 

The meeting’ today was the out- 
growth, Senator Lafollette said at the 
publie session, of a conference of the 
“progressive leaders in the hails of 
congress.” The purpose of the ¢on- 
ference, he said, was: 

1—*To promote and protect pub- 
lie interest in the valuation of rail- 
road property fiow being made. by the 
interstate commerce commission, par- 
ticularly for the purpose of prevent- 
ing excessive appraisal of the proper- 
ties which will result in unreasgnable 
charges for transportation.

Mount Poatzuku, J. B. Powell. Amer- 
ican newspaperman and bandit ecap- 
tive, came into Tsao-Chuan Friday 
night, bringing an ultimatum from the 
brigands that captives would be killed 
immediately if force is used. 

Simultaneously government 
were massing, and fighting was in 
progress, 

Powell had followed mountain trails 
across the No Man's Land that sepa- 
rates bandit sentries and the gov- 
ernment outposts. 

Sun-Mei-Toa, aged bandit captain, 
had selected him as messenger to car- 
ry the ultimatum. In the endeavor 
to save the lives of his friends and 
fellow prisoners, Powell had pledged 
his word to return early Saturday 
morning. 

Returns to Captivity. 

True to his word to the bandit 
tribesman, he made plans Friday 
night to go back to captivity and pos- 
sible death. 

As he sat in the quarters of for- 
eign consuls at Tsao-Chuan, pleading 
that all troops be withdrawn imme- 
diately lest the prisoners be dashed 
from the cliff top to destruction, new 
details of government troops, rushed 
to the bandit zone in accordance 
with the Chinese government’s policy 
of force, niready engaged in 
clashes with bandit outposts outside 
the city.

BRITAIN DENIES 
1. S. AUTHORITY 
ON LIQUOR RULING 


Liquor Brought Over as) 
Part of Ship Supplies | 
Held Inviolate by Brit-| 


ish Government.

Believes Stocks May Be|

Washington, May 25.—Britain’s po- 
sition on the ships’ liquor question, as 
to the state depart- 
sritish embassy. 
is understood to be based on a con- 
tention that American port authori- 
ties have no jurisdiction in interna- 
tional law over liquor brought into 
American waters as a part of the 
regular supplies of foreign vessels. 

The authority of American officials, 
under this construction, extends only 
to portions of the cargo of foreign 
ships which are intended for importa- 
tion inte the United Siates and in 
no way permits of interference with 
either the physical mechanism, rations 
or stores of such vessels when they 
put into American ports. 

In the new regulations now being 
drafted, treasury officials are said to 
have taken due cognizance of the fact 
that the opinion of the supreme court 
made no mention of the medicinal! 
liquor clause. Some officials are 
known to hold this clause to be broad 
enough to protect liquor stocks from 


confiscation if they are placed under 
the charge of the ships’ doctor when 
a vessel comes inside the three-mile 
limit. 

While this principle apparently con- 
flicts with that recently laid down by 
the supreme court, indications are 
increasing that the treasury depart- 
ment has found a way to reconcile 
the two by permitting ships under for- 
eign registry to list the wine rations 
of their crews as a part of the med- 
icinal stores allowable, under law.

For alleged participation in the haz- 
ing of the freshman elass which is 
said to have resulted in serious physi- 
cal injuries to Quillian Maxwell and 
another freshman named Gardner, 
nineteen sophomores and one member 
of the senior class of Emory univer- 
sity are believed by their fellow stu- 
dents to be facing’ expulsion from the 
institution. 

Dean G. C. White, of the university, 
Friday night stated that the twenty 
men will be advised this morning of 
the punishment which the faculty has 
decided upon. 

The twenty men alleged to have 
been involved in the affair include in- 
fluential leaders of student activities 
on the Emory campus. They are 
reported to be under formal charge of 
having maltreated a number of fresh- 
men Wednesday night on the occasion 
of the annual “dismissal” of the first- 
vear class. 

Specific Charges. 

The specific charges are said to 
be that the freshmen were forced to 
“run the gauntlet,” receiving severe 
beatings from the sophomores, armed 
with whips and sticks, lined up 
along the path of the fleeing fresh- 
men, In numerous other ways, ac- 
cording to reports on the Emory cam- 
pus Friday night, the sophomore so 
maltreated the injured freshmen as to 
leave exceedingly painful evidences 
of the “dismissal” activities upon the 
bodies and limbs of the first-rear men, 

Today the accused students will 
learn whether or not their fate is to 
be expulsion, the punishment meted 
out to five student leaders during the 
1921-22 scholastic term for similar 
behavior.

500,000 Gallons

Rochester, N. Y., May 25.—Five 
hundred thousand gallons of oil stored 
at the plant of the F. B. Rae Oil 
company were ablaze here tonight.

Change in dates of rendering and paying Bills. 


FFECTIVE with all meter readings on and after June 1st, 
1923, bills for retail electric and gas service will be ren- 
dered under the continuous billing method approved by the 
Georgia Public Service Commission. 


The territory has been divided into twenty-four sections. 
All meters in one section will be read on approximately the 
same day each month and bills will be rendered approximately 
five days after meter reading date. 
dered, and the usual discount will be allowed if bills are paid 
within ten days after the due date shown on bills. The meters 
in the different ferritorial sections will be read on different 
days, one section.on each week day during the month. 


Bills are due when ren- 


Each customer will receive his bill on approximately the 
same date each month. The expiration of his discount period 
will fall on approximately the same date each month. 


Under the old plan, which is to be superseded on and after 
June 1st, 1923, all bills were due on the first of each month 
and the discount period expired on the tenth of each month 
This is changed under the new plan. 
is important that each customer, when receiving bills under 
the new plan, should particularly note the due date and the 
discount date stamped or painted on his bill. | 


As the method of billing is to be changed on June Ist, it 
is, of course, necessary to render bills for May sales on June 
Some customers will later in the month receive an- 
other bill under the new plan for service rendered after the 
last meter reading date on the May sales bill. Both of these 
bills are to be paid, as they cover different meter reading 


The continuous billing method to be made effective in At- 
lanta from and after June 1st, is and has for some time been 
in general use in the cities of the United States having a popu- 
lation of 100,000 or over, and in many cities of smaller popu- 
lation. It prevents the congestion and saves the loss of time 
suffered by customers under the old method which has been 
in vogue in Atlanta. It also results in an opportunity to give 
more careful attention to customers’ requests for information 
when paying bills. The plan has worked satisfactorily in all 
places where it has been put into effect. It should work with 
equal satisfaction in Atlanta and result in greater convenience 
and better service to the large number of retail gas and electric

In urging the Dixig Highway asso- 
ciation to continue its important work

Extend Time for Branch. 


The Dixie Highway association 
voted after heated arguments to ex- 
tend for two more years the time for 
final qualification of that portion of 
the route between Valdosta and Tam- 
pa. This route was taken into the 
Dixie highway at the Jacksonville 
convention last year with the unaer- 
standing that it would be completed 
within one year. Sumpter county, 
Florida, pleaded for a route through 
its county between Ocalla and Tampa, 
to be placed in the bighway system. 
This was referred to a committee 
composed of the directors froin Flor- 
ida, who are to report to the conven- 


tion at the next annual meeting. 


One of the most far-reaching ac- 
tions taken by the association was 
the almost unanimous adoption of a 
resolution requiring all routes apply- 
ing for admission to the system to 
he fully completed and open to traf- 
fic before being eligible for considera- 
tion. This action was taken be- 
‘ause of numerous routes having veen 
taken into the system in the past, 
with the provision that they be com- 
pleted within a specified time, only 
to ask at each succeeding meeting for 


anu extension of time. 
Stopped Other Applications. 

It is thought that this resolution 
precluded the application of several 
proposed routes to adinission into the 
Dixie highway system, and consider-

jure the convention.

Wants “Intelligence Bloc.” 

Chattanooga, May 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—An “intelligence 
bloc”. unaffiliated with either of tbe 
two great political parties, which 
would study the problems to which 
partisan solution couldu’t be applied, 
and then would adhere to whighever 
of the two great parties whica best 
sought to solve them, was the sug- 
gestion made by William G. McAdoo, 
1 his talk at a breakfast given in 
his bonor Friday morning, by the di- 
rectors of the Dixie Highway associa- 
tion. 

Mr. McAdoo was presented to mem- 
bers of the association, who crowded 
the convention hall. by Judge M. M. 
Allison, president of the organization, 

“The progress of civilization often 
reminds me somewhat of the trials of 
Sisyphus, told of in mythology; the 
man who was perpetually rolling a 
heavy stone up a steep hill, only when 
he got it to the top, to have it roll 
back down and force him to return to 
the bottom and start over again,’ Mr. 
McAdoo remarked. 

Why Progress Is Slow. 

“Now of course civilization isn’t 
that bad, but its progress always is 
carried back a large part of the dis- 
tance gained, and that is the reason 
why progress of the world is such u 
slow and difficult task. 

“It is my hope that we can find a 
way to divorce the great and vital 
non-political issues from politics by 
passing on them at a time when candi- 
dates are not running for office. The 
British system is so organized that the 
government can ‘go to the people’ on a 
single issue. Some day we will reform 
our system to such an extent that we 
can get an expressiow from the people 
on policies, rather than parties or 
candidates, 

“Certain great policies, especially 
if they mean a departure from the 
traditional policies of the nation— 


policies which bring in great social: 


and economic questions—sbhould never 


be partisan in nature. In vur dem- | 


ocracy it is impossible to get fine 
new things without the support . of 
public opinion, and to do so, we must 
a these questions of partisan 
ias, 

“If the party returned to office, as 
often happens, is mistaken in its an- 
alysis of the reasons for its success 
—and the election results are always 
confused by a multiplicity of issues 
and candidates’ personalities—as I 
say, if it has misinterpreted the popu- 
lar mandate, there is no certainty 
that this party will be kept in office.” 

_ First Federal Road Aid. 

Referring to the time when he was 
a member of the cabinet of the United 
States, Mr. McAdoo stated that he 
recalled the suggestion made in Mr. 
Wilson’s cabinet that federal uid be 
given to the highway program of the 
country. When the matter came up. 
he said, they all realized that it would 
be a radical departure from the poli- 
cies of the government and from past 
experience knew that when a federal 
aid project was adopted by the govern- 
ment it did not grow less but greater 
and continued to increase the expendi- 
ture of federal funds, 

“[ don’t think the people as a 
whole foresaw the need for a_ high- 
way over which the self-propelled 
motor vehicles could travel. 1 felt 
that for the federal government to do 
this a great service would be rendered 
to the nation. It was realized that 
we had to be dynamic to go forward 
and that the people of the United 
States would never be contented to 
exist in a straight jacket. - 

“The president finally reached the 
conclusion that the federal aid should 
be extended to tbe highways and 
upon his recommendation this plan 
wus adopted by congress.” 

Senator Samuel M. Ralston, of In- 
ciana, was the guest of honor at the 
annual banquet of the association 
‘here tonight and reviewed the work 
of the organization since he called 
the meeting frum which it orlginated 
eight years ago. In diseussing the 
benefits of national highways, Sena- 
tor Ralston quoted Secretary of War 
Dickinson as saying that “had there 
been a Dixie highway in 1860, there 
would have been no civil war.” 

The senator offered a similar sug- 
gestion, declaring that “if the traffie 
on the Mississippi river had not been 
practically destroyed by railroad com- 
petition, together with the business 
connections north and south which 
it established, might it not have had 
a like influence in restraining the 
hot blood of the two sections?” 

Washington showed the wonderful 
sweep of his vision by being the 
first to favor connecting the great 
lakes with the Mississippi river. When 
thy monument to George Washington, 
at the national capital, was being 
completed, each state was asked to 
contribute a stone to it. On Indiana’s 
contribution was inseribed the words: 
“Indiana knows no north—no south— 
nothing but the Union.” “That sen- 
timent is inscribed today on the

COUNCIL PROPER 
BODY TO O. K. 
THE PARK BONDS 


That council is the proper body to 
approve and control the 2,000,000 
Central park bond issue is the opinion 
of City Attorney Mayson in a state- 
ment issued Friday. 

“The agitation as to the authority 
of the planning commission over the 
establishment of the new Central park 
is premature,” said Mr. Mayson. 
“When property for the new Central 
park has been purchased, if this takes 
place, the planning commission then 
must be consulted as to location of 
entrances, establishment of swimming 
pools and other details of the plan for 
the park. But until the time comes 
for starting actual work on the park 
city council is the body which has 
contro}.” 

The proposal for Atlanta's big new 
park, to be loeated in the. district, 
now bounded by the Y. M. Cc.

‘Slowness of Export De- 
mand for Wheat Offsets 
Lack of Selling Pressure 
in Wheat Friday. 


Chicago, May 25.—Owing chiefly to 
lack of selling pressure, wheat aver- 
aged somewhat higher in price today 
but slowness of export business had a 
bearish influence during the last part 
of the exchange session. Closing quo- 
tations were unsettled at a range Vary- 
ing from 3-8 cents decline to 1-8 cent 
advance, with July 117@117 1-8, and 
September 115 1-4 @ 115 3-8. Corn 
finished a shade to 5-8 cents off, oats 
3-8% cents lower to 1-8 cents gain, and 
provisions 5 cents to 10 cents down. 

Jnfluenced by the fact that offerings 
here were light and that’ Liverpool 
prices showed an advance, the wheat 
market tended upward until the last 
half Lour of trading. Untavorable re- 
ports concerning the outlook for the 
domestic winter crop, especially in 
Ohio and Indiana, had an additional 
bullish effect, and there were advices 
at hand that stocks of wheat in Great 
Britevin are meager and that a turther 
rise in prices there was looked for. 
Hopes of an improveme..t in export 
demand, however, waned in the ab- 
sence of any word of new sales to 
Kurope, 

Reports that trans-Atlantic crops 
are in better condition than last year 
counted as a bearish faetor as the 
day drew to an end. Besides, crop 
advices from the American spring 
whe: ; belt were generally favorable. 
Inder such circumstances, active buy- 
ing power dwindled, and, the early 
gains were almost all wiped out, but 
even slight declines below yesterd..y 5 
finish were a signal for some revival 
of support and for consequent little 
rallies. 

Increased offerings of corn in Iowa 
led 19 weakness in the corn market 
here. Enlarged receipts at St. Louis,
